City Attorney Would Silefice 
Pianos, Phonographs and 
Singers at Night.

A curfew law for the apartment house 
piano, phonograph, accordeon and fid- 
die, which will also apply to the voice 
of the apartment-house singer, song- 
stress or near-songhird, is belng draft- 
ed by City Attorney Anderscn. If his 
bill becomes a law the lid will go on 
apartment-hGuse music at 10 p. m. and 


songs and that sort,of thing will be 
a misdemeanor from that hour till 7 
a, m. 


There are laws similar to that pro- 
posed by the City Attorney in London, 
Berlin, Paris and other European cities, 
even the great musical centers. And 
they are rigidly enforced there, 
Apartment buildings are rapidly be- 
coming numerous in the West End 
where recently many large ones have 
been erected, the apartments having a 
rental that makes life in them possible 
only to tne wealthy. 

W. J. Holbrook, president of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder . Real Estate Trust 
Co., whose firm has the renting and 
management of many apartment 
heuses, takes decided issue with City 
Attorney Anderson and those who fa- 
for an ordinance  Remerteene+ music in 
apartment houses. 

“We have charge of many such 
houses,’’ Mr. Holbrook said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and we never 
heve any trouble about’ noise and music. 
Such an ordinance would be ridiculous. 
It would make the city a laughing stock. 
“Such a restriction would not be bad, 
but it is useless, as there is no com- 
plaint to warrant such a law. If the 
city does enact a law of this kind, the 
hours should be from midnight to 7 
a.m. Ten o'clock is too early.” 
Claude E. Vrooman, owner of the 
Et. Regis Apartments and agent for 
several other such houses, sides with 
the City Attorney and his views are 
in strong opposition to those expressed 
by Mr. Holbrook. 

“It is a good law, and should have 
been enacted long ago,’ Mr. Vrooman 
raid. “I make such &@ restriction in my 
own houses without the aid of the law. 
There is a clause in my lease prohib- 
iting plano-playing, singing and music 
of any kind in the apartments from 10 
Pp. m. to 7 a. m. It is a very usety} 
restriction, and I find it necessary,”’ 

C. H, MeMillan, in charge of the 
real estate department of the Mercan. 
tile Trust Co., thinks that such a law 
could do no harm, but does not think it 
necessary.

At Woman’s Plea Got Pension 
for Her and Corporal’s 
Baby. 











Capt. Joseph McDonnell. contractor 
and veteran of the Spanish-American 
War, is at home with his bride, who 
was the widow of William J. Casey. 
who was a corporal in the Captain's 
company. They were married by specia! 
dispensation, after a courtship in which 
the fortunes of war entered to some ex- 
tent. 

At the outbreak of the war with Spain, 
McDonnell organized Company I, First 
Missouri- Volunteer Regiment. Casey, 
who was a collector for a transfer com- 
pany in St. Louis, applied to be taken 
into the regiment. In his physical ex- 
amination it was found that his heart 
was not norma! and h2 was about, to be 
refused when several of his friends went 
to McDonnell and pleadéd for him. 

They said-he was courting a girl 
and that he had told her he was going 
away to be a_ soldier. McDonnell 
stretched a point and arranged for 
Casey to get in. 

The regiment was sent to Chicka- 
mauga instead of to the front, and 
passed the wartime sweating on a field 
almost:as fatal as any on the island 
of Cuba. 

Drifted Apart After War. 

In the course of time Casey married 
and McDonnell again took up his busi- 
ness as plastering contractor. They sél- 
dom met and the communication of 
army days was not kept up between 
them. Two years ago Casey died, leav- 
ing a widow and a son. 

Mrs. Casey struggled to support her- 
self and child as saleswoman in a 
downtown department store, and then 
went to. McDonnell to see if he could 
not help her to get a pension. He had 
not. forgotten the Corporal, and he 
called the attention of former Congress- 
man Hunt to the case, and by a special 
act of Congress the widow received a 
pension of $12 a month for herself and 
$2 for the boy. 

In the meantime McDonnell suffered 
bereavement also. His wife died and 
seven weeks ago his daughter left his 
home entirely lonely by entering St. Jo- 
seph’s Convent as a nun. 

While the matter of the pension was 
going on Mrs. Casey’ and McDonnell 
met several times. After the death of 
his wife McDonnelf met Mrs. Casey 
again. 

In the conversation he asked her if 
she had had her husband’s grave 
marked. She told him she had not been 
able to afford the expense and he said 
he would attend to the matter of a neat 
slab. This he did and Mrs. Casey went 
out to the grave and planted flowers 
and arranged it tastefully.

Indicted Two Years Ago, 

The indictments against Rumsey and 
Other St. Louisans were returned by a 
Federal grand jury at Denver, Colo., 
early in July, 1907, and grew out of the 
operations of the Yampa Anthracite 
Coal Co. of which Mr. Rumsey was said 
to be a large stockholder. 

The other St. Louisans indicted with 

him were: Frank P. Fay, a promoter, 
connected with the Interstate Light and 
Power Co.; William Baer, an attorney; 
Charles F. W. August and Magdalena 
Haberbeck, brother and_= sister, -and 
Charles H. Dodge and his wife; Anna. 
Rumsey was placed under a $5000 bond. 
So was Fay. Baer’s bond was fixed at 
$3000 and the bonds of the others at 
$2000 each. 
It was charged that the Yampa com- 
pany had endeavored to acquire timber 
and mineral lands by false, fraudulent 
and forged entries ‘and by persuading 
individuals, as dummies, to enter the 
land and sell it to the corporation.

Charges Called Inconsistent. 

F. N. Judson of Judson & Greén, rep- 
resenting Rumsey, went to Denver and 
argued in the United States Court that 
the indictment was defective for many 
reasons, particularly that the charges 
were inconsistent to the point of ab- 
surdity. He cited the words ‘‘false, 
fraudulent, feigned, fictitious and 
forged,’ all of which were used as ad- 
jectives to describe the same set of 
alleged transactions. 

The motion to quash the indictment 
was taken under consideration and it 
was the denial of that motion which 
now places the matter on the docket for 
trial. 

Rumsey is a member of a prominent 


St. Louis family. He is about 30 years 
old, is married and has a family. His 
home is at 4878 Westminster place. His 


father was the late L. M. Rumsey. 

The younger Rumsey formerly . was 
active In the militia and was a com- 
pany captain in the First Regiment, N. 
G. M. His brother, Horace S. Rumsey, 
formerly was president of the Jefferson 
L. M. Rumsey is president of 
M. Rumsey Manufacturing Co. 
and Horace is an officer in the same 
company.

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Mrs. Hattie Bailey, Shot by an Admirer Who 
Then Ended His Life, Says Occasions 
ror Jealousy Are Gone.

Mrs. Hattie Bailey, who has witnessed 
the violent deaths of the two men who 
came between her and Thomas F. Bail- 
ey, declared Thursday that she still 
loved her husband, and that she hoped 
that now, with the occasion of his jeal- 
ousy removed, he would return to her 
and their three daughters. 
“If my husband does not come back 
to me,”’ she said as she lay with band- 
aged head on a cot at the City Hospital, 
“T shall be ‘sorry that John Bulfin did 
not make a thorough job of it last night 
and kill me with himself.”’ 
Bulfin killed himself in Mrs. Bailey’s 
presence Wednesday night on the side- 
walk in front of 302 Lawton avenue. 
after he had shot her, and while she 
lay, as he thought, dying on the walk. 
Rides With Him in Ambulance. 
Her wound proved to be only a scalp 
wound, and while her companion of a 
few moments before lay dying on the 
walk, she ran to her room at i107 
North Channing avenue, and told her 
children what had happened. Then, in 
the same ambulance which carried him. 
she rode to the City Hospital. There 
Bulfin died. 
Reese Bell was shot and killed in 
a street encounter while he was es- 
cortins Mrs. Bailey at Dolman street 
and Chouteau avenue at 2 a. m., April 
6, 1908. Dr. Engelbert Voerster Jr. was 
tried for the killing and acquitted. 
“Those two men, Bell and Bulfin, 
caused my husband to leave me,” said 
Mrs. Bailey at the hospital Thursday. 
‘Both boarded at our home, 2628 Eu- 
genia street. Bulfin was in love with 
me, though I did not know it then, and 
he fancied that Bell was also’ fond of 
me. ° 

Called to See His Children. 
“So Bulfin told my husband stories 
‘about me and Bell. My husband was 
very angry, and left me. That was in 
February, 1998, and he has not come 
back te me since, though sometimes he 
has called to see the children. 
“after my husband went away I went 
with Bell occasionally, and chanced 
to be with him when, in a quarrel that 
had nothing to do with me, he was 
killed. 
“Lately Bulfin has: been trying to get 
me to get a divorce and marry him. I 
have told him I didn’t want a divorce, 
and that if I was free I would not mar- 
ry him anyway. 
“Last night, after the landlord 
my. boarding place had refused to let

him into the house to see me, Bul- 


fin waited outside until he saw my 
oldest daughter, Inez, and sent her in 
with a request for me to come out 
and see him. 

“I went out and walked up and down 
with him a few minutés, and-he talked 
as he had ‘done befofe. >t told him he 
had been drinking, and had no business 
to come and see me in such a condition 
as he was in. The first thing I knew 
he had drawn a revolver and was firing 
at me. He hit me the first time, and 
I fell down and saw him-fire at me 
again. There were two more shots, 
and I thought they were both meant 
for me, until I saw him fall, and 
knew that the last bullet had been for 
him.,”’ 

Long Away From His Wife. 

Thomas Bailey, the husband, is a news 
vender on.the Illinois Central Rall- 
road. While not, on his run, he lives 
with his parents at Overland Park, 
St. Louls County. It was said there 
Thursday that he had not seen his 
wife, so far as his parents knew, since 
the separation 16 months ago, and 
that nothing was known of any pros- 
pect for a reconciliation. 

Reese Bell was shot and killed after 
he had given offense to Dr. Voerster 
by a song which he was singing rather 
léudly.. The physician Was arrested on 
a description given by Mrs. Bailey, 
who remembered his height and beard. 
A jury decided that the Killing was 
justifiable. 

Shooting Seen by Neighbors, 

Inez went to a grocery at 8:30 p. m. 
Wednesday to use the telephone. There 
Bulfin found her; and persuaded her to 
call her mother. Mrs. Balley and Bul- 
fin sat for a half hour on @ stone cop- 
ing at Lawton and Channing avenues, 
then started west. He stopped near the 
corner and began shooting, 

Persons on the porch at 3404 Lawton 
avenue saw the shooting, but did not 
hea-> the conversation which preceded it. 
“Bulfin used to come to see us often 
before we moved to this house a month 
ago,” said Inez. “Mother tried to get 
him to stay away, because he drank so 
much. Mr. Jones, the landlord, wouldn't 
let him in the house.” : 
Dr. R. A. Walker, member of the 
House of Delegates from the Twenty- 
second Ward, and “Lawler” ‘Daley, 
Democratic politician, were in the crowd 
which gathered after the shooting. Dr. 
Walker made a hurried examination be- | 
fore an ambulance came, and saw that 
Bulfin’s wound was fatal.

IN PHILADELPHIA: 
SUBWAY TIED UP 


All Motormen and Conductors 
Armed. and More Bloodshed 
Is Expected. 


HUNDREDS ARE HURT 





Stones and Revolvers Used by 
Mobs That Overturn and 
Burn Cars. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 3.—Following 
a night of riot and bloodshed in which 
one policeman was fatally shot and 200 
persons were injured, a strike was or- 
dered on the subway and elevated rail- 
road systems this morning and_ the 
street-car tieup is much more serious 
than at any previous time. 

Cc. O. Pratt, leader of the striking caf 
men, ordered out the men on the ele- 
vated and subway lines at 9 o'clock. 
Union men ran their trains to the Sixty- 
ninth street and the Delaware avenue 
stations and then left the barns. 

At 9:30 o’clock the union men asserted 
that but few trains were left on the sys- 
tem. These trains, it was said, were run 
by employes of the car shops. The strik- 
ers declared that they were tieing up 
the whole system. 

There was no disorder attending the 
going out of the subway employes. They 
simply ran to the barn at Sixty-ninth 
street, announced that they had been 
ordered out and left the company’s prop- 
erty. 

It was declared at the elevated divi- 
sion of the traction company this morn- 
ing that every motorman and trainman 
is armed with a revolver and is prepared 
to use the weapon in case of emergency. 
Benedict Wright, a motorman, tendered 
his resignation this morning because he 
was threatened by a score of strike 
breakers at the Forty-sixth street sta- 
tion as he was about to run his car 
east. 

Supt. McCoubrie of the traction com- 
pany was one of the passengers on this 
car and witnessed the trouble. He im- 
mediately sent a dispatch to: the office 
at Sixty-ninth and Market streets. to 
have a crew come to the station and 
take back the train. This delayed the 
other trains about half an hour. 

“The men of the elevated trains are 
not organized,;’’ McCoubrie said. ‘‘We 
are preparing for trouble.”” With this 
remark he exhibited a revolver. 

The company gave out a statement 
that at 8 a. m. today it was operating 
698 cars, and at 9 a. m. 716, 200 more 
than at.the same time yesterday. 

Many furious riots, in which one po- 
liceman was fatally shot and 200 or more 
persons were injured, followed the at- 
tempt last night to run cars for the 
first time after nightfall since the 
strike was inaugurated, May 239. 

One hundred or more persons were so 
badiy hurt that they were taken to 
hospitals, while the others were car- 
ried away to their homes by friends. 

The most serious disorders were in 
the Kensington district, where many 
mills are situated. There were alsv 
ugly clashes between the police and 
the populace in the foreign quarter in 
the southern part of the city. 

Although the police farce had been 
increased by the swearing in of thou- 
sands of special men and the peace of- 
ficers were rushed in small armies to 
each fresh outbreak as it was reported, 
they were powerless against the fury 
of the mobs. 3 

Women and Children in the Mobs. 

Women and even children joined the 
men in savage onsiaughts against the 
crews and guards, consisting of police- 
men and firemen, of the cars sent out. 
Motormen and conductors were pulled 
from the cars and terribly beaten. The 
crazed mobs lifted the cars from the 
tracks and skewed them crosswise the 
streets. Several cars were set on fire, 
calling cut the Fire Department, which 
was at high tension all night, not know- 
ing to what excess the mobs might go, 
and short-handed because of the as- 
signment of many firemen to duty on 
the cars. 

The rioting began soon after nightfall, 
and at the first alarm the traction com- 
pany put a large force of men at work 
running cars into the barns. By this 
means scores of cars were saved from 
destruction. 

The mob spirit appears to have been 
aroused by the arrival in the afternoon 
of one consignment of strike breakers 
numbering 400 men. The strikers and 
crowds had been orderly all day. The 
only outbreaks were of such trifling na- 
ture that the city officials and traction 
managers thought the strike was on the 
wane. Mayor Reyburn announced that 
the backbone of the strike had been 
broken and that it would be over in a 
day or two. 

Aroused by Strike Breakers. 

The appearance on the cars of 100 of 
the imported strike breakers was the di- 
rect cause of the disturbances. As the 
workingmen and mill hands of that 
section went home from work they saw 
these -men. Mobs assembled on every 
corner and “‘scab’’ was shouted at the 
Later stones were thrown 
and car windows were broken all along 
Kensington and,Frankfort avenues. 

When six cars in a row turned the 
corner of Front and Berks streets a 
mob of 3000 began to stone them. Five 
policemen were On each car, They 
sprang off and faced the throng. Like 
a whirlwind the crowd advanced from 
all sides, driving back the policemen 
and boarding the cars. 

For 10 minutes the wildest kind of riot- 
ing ensued. The crowd seized the new 
men, beat them and threw them into 
the street. They broke every window in 
the six cars, knocked holes in the sides 
and set fire to one. The policemen fired 
revolvers over the heads of the crowd. 
Several men in. the mob gave answering 


shots. ‘

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OT CHLOROFORN 


Report Made on Analysis of 
the Stomach of Doc- 
tor’s Wife. 


TOLD SEVEN STORIES 


Among Different Versions, 
Physician Tells of His Mar- 
riage While Drunk. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—Morphine poison- 
ing and not chloroform, caused : the 
death of Mrs. Norah Jane Cleminson, 
who was found dead in her Rogers Park 
home last Sunday morning. 

This preliminary report of an analy- 
sis of the contents of the woman's 
stomach, was made to Coroner Hoff- 
man by Dr. E. R. Le Count this morn- 
ing. It seems to dispute all of the va- 
rious versions of the mysterious trag« 
edy given to the police by Dr. Haldane 
Cleminson, the woman's husband, who 
is formally accused of murdering her. 

This report will be read at the in- 
quest today. Further effort will be 
made then to find what truth there may 
be in the seven conflicting stories thus 
far told by Cleminson. The police are 
preparing to combat the doctor’s prob- 
able defense that his wife committed 
suicide. 

Upon regaining consciousness on Sun- 
day, after he and his wife had been 
found, the woman dead and the man 
helpless from the effects of a drug, 
Cleminson said burglars had raided the 
house and chloroformed him and his 
wife. 


Admitted Buiglar Story Untrue. 


Later he confessed this was untrue 
and that he had upset the furniture, hid 
the silverware and strewn burnt match- 
es around the place to bolster up the 
burglary story. He said his wife had 
been killed by five of her relatives. 
Again he asserted she had committed 
suicide. 

It now appears that there had been 
an estrangement betwéen Cleminson and 
his wife for at least two years. The 
physician accused her of unfaithfulness. 

It is likely to be advanced in his Ge- 
fense that the woman brooded over this 
charge until her mind became unbal- 
anced and that she killed herself. This 
leaves unexplained the condition of the 
doctor when the tragedy was discovered. 


Dector Liked Other Women. 


Capt. Kane, who-is in charge of the 
police investigation, has discovered, he 
says, that Cleminson was attentive to 
several other women. © These relations 
are being inquired tnto. Cleminson, 
while admitting affairs with other wom- 
en, refuses to name the women, 

“TI don't care to talk much,” he said 
today. “I’m not guilty and it will be 
shown in time just how my wife died. 
Six years ago I was living in South 
Haven, Mich., on a fruit farm. When on 
a drunken spree I met Norah Morgan 
and we were married. We did not get 
along together very well and I left her 
one time for scveral months with her 
parents and came to Chicago, where I 
continued my medical studies. 


Kstranged Two Years. 


“For two years We have not lived to- 
gether as man and wife. I often told her 
about my other women friends and that 
caused some trouble. Had it not been 
for the babies I would have left song 
ago.’ 

Capt. Kane said this morning: 

‘“‘He has told me that on the night of 
his wife’s death he had given her 
strychnine to relieve suffering. Previous- 
ly he had told me he never gave her 
medicine. He said she had summoned 
a special doctor whenever ghe was ill. 
He also told me of a goisonous mixture 
he had made up for a friend which’ con- 
tained chloral. This, he declared, his 
wife knew of. The compound, he said, 
contained, 20 grains of chloral.”’ 

Dr. Cleminson was taken before Mu- 
nicipal Judge Bruggemeyer for a pre- 
liminary hearing yesterday. The case 
was continued until June 9. The attorney 
for the defense wished an immediate 
trial, a at the request of the prosecut- 
ing attorneys for more time in whcih to 
gather more evidence the continuance 
was granted. Bail for Dr. Clemfnson was 
refused.

Noted Physician Tells | Brewers’ 
Convention Alcohol Is Not 


Enemy of Man. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 3.—Dr. 
Allan McLane Hamilton, the New York 
alienist, talked to the brewers’. conven- 
tion on “Alcohol and the Nervous 
System,” and did not find in alcohol 
per sé an enemy to man, but he ad- 
vised: 

“A man who drinks from day to day 
should take a regular amount of exer- 
cise; eat and drink moderately; keep an 
sceount of his weight and notice any 
increase, if any, 
can reduce his consumption.” 

He said it was extremely difficu’* to 
say how much effect alcohol had had 
in nervous and mental disorders, and 
remarked: 

“It is a matter of improbabliity 
whether beer alone can produce any 
serious disease of the nervous system, 
even if taken in large quantities. It 
has been my experience that bad cook- 
ing and the use of poor and indi- 
gestible food has led many men-to the 
habitual and excessive use of drink.”

For the first time, fhe St. Louis Com- 
mercial Club has taken up the free 
bridge question, by inviting several ex- 
perts to make a report on the matter.

Mr. Moore formerly was an expert 
for the Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Somm:ssion. In that capacity he fa- 
vored the use of Eads Bridge as a free 
bridge and the building of a railroad 
bridge at Poplar street. 


To Discuss the Bond Issue, 


The Commercisl Club members wish 
te know whether the free bridge can 
be built with the original bond issue of 
$3,500,000 and whether the Chouteau 
avenue terminal is the best available 
site. To this end they have invited the 
three men to make a report and dis- 
cuss the problem from all points of 
view. : 

Frank H. Gerhart, one of the most 
enthusiastic advocates of the _ free 
bridge, thinks $3,500,000 is abundant to 
bulld it, but other advocates approve 
Mayor Kreismann’s plan to begin build- 
ing with the money on hand, and vote 
another bond issue when necessary. 
The opinions, expressed to Post-Dis- 
ratch reporters, follow: 


Frank H. Gerhart: The people want 
it and there has been no let up in their 
demand for it. More money is not nec- 
essary in my opinion. I believe the cost 
of the bridge can be brought within the 
$3,500,000 we have for that purpose, with 
certain modifications of the plans that 
will leave the bridge quite as useful. It 
could be brought within that sum by 
arranging for one railroad approach, 
instead of two, on the East Side, and 
one railroad approach, instead of three, 
on this side.

Enough Money, Says Cramer. 


F. Ernest Cramer, former member 
of the City Council: There has been too 


much delay about starting the bridge 
and the patience of the people is- being 
strained with the dilatory tactics of 
those who are engineering the matter.

RICH HILL, Mo., June 3.—Mrs. Bes- 


sie Burgess, 30 years old, who lives two 
miles north of here, was arrested on a 
Missouri Pacific train today by Con- 
stable Stangle, in response to the fol- 
lowing telegram received 10 minutes be- 
fore train time from Sheriff Bullock of 


Butler: 
‘Mrs. Burgess will attempt to escape 


or leave for parts unknown on the af- 
ternoon train. Intercept her at Rich 
Hill and take her into custody. We 
have a warrant issued here for her 
arrest.”’ , 

When taken from the train Mrs. 
Burgess was taken tn charge by Chief 
of Police Benefield and taken to Butler, 
where she will be detained until the 
cause of the death of her husband can 
be thoroughly ‘snvestigated. Asked if 
she cared for any of her friends to ac- 
company her, Mrs. Burgess said: ‘No, 
I do not care to trouble anyone.”’ 


Warrant Charges Poisoning. 
The warrant charges Mrs. Burgess 


with administering poison to her hus- 
band, who became violently sick while 
working at Ovid Sunday, and before re- 
lief could be administered died in a con- |’ 
vulsion. 

- The physicians from;this city in at- 
tendance said strychnine poisoning 
caused his death. Coroner Lusk impan- 
eled a jury which after ring evidence 
adjourned until the contents of the 
stomach could be analyzed by a chem- 
ist in Kansas City. 

Burgess carried a policy in the Mod- 
ern Woodmen for $1000-and the attorney 
of that company will be in attendance 
when the Coroner holds the inquest. 

Wife Kissed Him Geod-By. 

In the hearing before Coroner Lusk 
it was testified that after Burgess had 
been removed to his home and after his 
first convulsion he asked for his two 
children, and bade them good-by, telling 
them he was going to die.

The attorneys for 
inal libel euit brought against the editors of the 
Indianapolis News, on account of Panama Canal 
publications, were disappointed in their effort to 
railroad the defendants to trial in the District of 
Columbia. The Federal attorzeys expected that 
the United State; District Court would decide the 
question of removing. the defendants to Wash- 
ington without a hearing on the merits of the 
case. They contended that it was not essential 
for a committing justice to hear evidence. 

But Judge Anderson decided otherwise. He in- 
sisted that evidence must be introduced to prove 
the guilt of the defendants of the offense charged 
and expressed astonishment that the prosecuting 
attorneys should have had a different view and 
should have neglected to ‘summon witnesses. 
Judge Anderson made it clear that he would re- 
quire proof of express malice on the part.of the 
accused editors. In criminal actions it was not 
sufficient to prove implied malice upon which 
damages might be collected in civil actions, the 
Judge said, but the malicious intent and the direct 
personal responsibility of the defendants must be 
established. 

Judge Anderson commented on the refusal of 
William Nelson Cromwell to give information 
concerning the Panama transaction to the Senate 
investigating committee. He said it had created 
a public impression that there was “something 
to cover up” and testified to his own personal 
impression ‘that those “who knew all about canal 
matters (persons in Washington) had a very

The State purposed free education in 
pursuance of the Jeffersonian principle that edu- 
cation was the cornerstone of democracy, and 
the best guarantee of order in a free society. A 
shortsighted Legislature has defeated this pur- 
pose, at least for the next few years, and the Mis- 
souri youth who most need higher education, and 
have the native character to make the most of 
it in after life, must do without it. 

Well-to-do families do not need the State Uni- 
versity.

The fee is called nomi- 
nal; it is not nominal for the young man who 
counts his nickels when he enters the university.

The mar- 
row was also removed, placed in a fry- 
ing pan, and when het the meat was 
seared-in it. It was then removed and 
a chopped carrot and a chopped onion 
were browned in the same fat. 

These were placed in a baking dish, 
the meat placed on top of them, dusted 
with salt, pepper and flour, a cup of 
boiling .water was added, and all cov- 
ered closely and cooked until tender. 

Then it was uncovered, a little more 
hot water was added, when necessary, 
and the gravy was thickened by the 
addition of a little browned flour, whea 
needed.

This thin 
wire has caused all the accidents on rec- 
ord. 

Let the A. A. U. pass a sensible rule 
absolutely regulating the thickness of

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Invention of Cleveland Man Will

Government. 
CLEVELAND, 0O., June 3.—The first 
test of the McClean-Lissak automatic 
gun, said to be the largest automatic 
gun in the world, mounted on an auto 
truck, was made here. Three-pound 
shells were thrown three and one-half 
miles out into Lake Erie at the rate 
of 250 a minute. 

The gun will be used by the English 
Government in guarding the English 
channel. The inventor, & N. McClean 
of Cleveland, says it would mow down 
an advancing line of infantry. The gun 
weighs 900 pounds. The war car, 
equipped with ammunition and a crew 
of ten, can travel on ordinary roads at 
2 miles an hour, wheel into position 
and shoot while the regular artillery is 
unlimbering, it is asserted.
